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Levy could hike price of a new home

The cost of building a 
new home in Didsbury is 
going up. 

Council voted unani¬ 
mously Tuesday to a $6,546 
increase per acre of new 
development to help cover 
infrastructure costs. 

The levy, debated and 
discussed by council for 
the last two years, was set¬ 
tled at $23,546. 

The increased price will 
1 m* reflected in the cost of 
buying a house, explained 
Ron Boyko of Custom 
Touch Homes who attend¬ 
ed the public hearing prior 
to council. 

“(The idea that a) few 
dollars won’t make a differ¬ 


ence is a pipe dream," said 
Boyko reading front a pre¬ 
pared letter written by 
another developer. “... 
Didsbury generally appeals 
to first-time hontebuyers 
and retirees. If that target 
customer can save a few 
thousand dollars and get to 
live 10 minutes closer to 
Calgary or Red Deer, 95 per 
cent will choose to save the 
money,” he said, referring 
to the prospect of living in 
Olds or Carstairs where 
levy fees are lower. 

He asked council to con¬ 
sider waiting until other 
towns, such as Olds and 
Carstairs, review their 
levies before passing the 
bylaw. 

“If it’s brought forward in 
Didsbury - and the other 


towns in the area decide 
not to do anything we’re in 
bad shape. We have to 
remain competitive within 
Mountain View County.” 

Conn. Veno expressed 
hesitation in waiting. 

“In the meantime where 
does the money come 
from?” asked Veno. If we 
wait for Olds or Carstairs 
to get their levies and it 
doesn’t happen in 2011 or 
2012, where does the 
money come from?” 

At $6,546 more an acre, 
with six lots an acre, the 
additional cost per home 
equates to roughly $1,000 
explained Mayor Brian 
Wittal who sees this as rea¬ 
sonable. 

“We’re saying that’s man¬ 
ageable and it’s fair to 


expect that the new houses 
pay for the infrastructure 
that they need,” he said. “I 
don’t think that is an unjus¬ 
tified or exuberant 
increase for anyone paying 
say, $230,000 already. It’s 
less than half per cent, 
maybe less than that.” 

But with developers hav¬ 
ing to front the cost, how 
the increased levy will 
affect development in 
Didsbury remains to be 
seen. 

“This bylaw will kill 
development as long as 
developments in towns like 
Carstairs and Olds charges 
fees that are only a fraction 
of Didsbury’s," said Boyko. 
Currently Olds charges 
$8,500 to $23,000 an acre. 
Carstairs charges $7,570 an 


acre for residential and 
$4,513 an acre for industri¬ 
al. 

Larry Wright, director of 
operational services for the 
Town of Olds said he Ls in 
the process of reviewing 
Olds’ off-site levies and 
hopes within the next 12 
months to be finished. In 
Carstairs, CAO Carl 
McDonnell hopes by 
September to bring an 
updated bylaw to council 
for first reading. 

Didsbury’s off-site levy 
was last increased in 2006. 
In 2008, the town annexed 
additional land, increasing 
the total of future develop¬ 
ment to around 15.5 quar¬ 
ter sections, an increase of 
10 quarter sections from 
the 2006 review. 


Last year, an updated 
review of the off-site levies 
was completed and sug¬ 
gested adding the addition¬ 
al annexation areas as well 
as wastewater treatment 
and future roadways into 
the costs. 

Discussion for a new off¬ 
site levy started last sum¬ 
mer after an updated 
rev iew of the off-site levies 
was completed. 

Council delayed first 
reading of the bylaw after 
hearing concerns from 
developers on the 
increased costs. Council 
has since dropped roadway 
repairs from the levy bring¬ 
ing it down from the pro¬ 
posed $39,088. 

The previous levy was 
$17,000.

with the fires. He said he 
also smoked, another 
factor. The disease is 
genetic, he explained and 
said his brother tested 
positive for it too, but 
with very minor 
symptoms. 

He moved to Didsbury 
in 2000 and was doing 


some work in auto detail¬ 
ing and met his wife, 
Verna. 

She spends her time 
between work and 
helping him out at home. 

“I have good days and 
had days," said Becker, 
hooked up to an oxygen 
tank to help him breathe. 


She helps him get 
around the house or into 
the shower when he’s 
having a hard day and 
difficulty breathing. 

“But I need my inde¬ 
pendence. I can’t have my 
wife spending all her time 
doing everything for me," 
he said of the challenges 


they’ve faced since he 
was diagnosed. 

He said he’s not in pain 
but does have difficulty at 
times catching his breath. 

“That’s when he panics 
and it makes it worse,” 
said Verna. They’ve 
learned to plan ahead for 
power-outages and have

battery packs charged 
and oxygen tanks ready 
to go. They’re also ready 
to drop everything if they 
get the call. 

“It could be today, it 
could be next year. But 
we’re ready to drop 
everything,” said Verna. 

When Ron hears the 
news that lungs are 
available they’ve been 
told he will be flown to 
Edmonton where he’ll 
have to stay for three to 
six months to make sure 
the surgery goes smooth¬ 
ly and the body doesn’t 
reject the lungs. 

“I’ll have to take a pile 
of pills this big every 
day,” he said, cupping his 
hand. During that time 
Verna will be taking time 
off work to travel back 
and forth to care for him. 
To help prepare, and get 
ready for the costs, mem¬ 
bers at the Zion 
Evangelical Missionary 
Church are holding a ben¬ 
efit dinner and auction 
next Saturday, June 17.

He’s on a list with 82 
other people for lungs but 
he doesn’t know where on 
the list he sits. 

Ron Becker, 54, of 
Didsbury has been on the 
transplant list for the last 
six months because of 
Alpha-1 antitrypsin, a 
genetic disease that 
degrades lung tissue. He 
also has obstructive pul¬ 
monary disease. 

“They can’t tell me 
where on the list 1 am 
because they don’t know. 
They have to be the right 
size for me and they have 
no way of knowing in 
advance,” he explained. 

Becker was diagnosed 
about four years ago with 
the disease. He said he’s 
not in pain but with the 
disease he’s at a higher 
risk of infection. 

He just came out of the 
hospital last week after 
nine days, because of a 
blood clot. Without a 
cure, his only hope is a 
double lung transplant. 

“That’s the worst part 
about it. In order for me 
to go on living, someone 
else has to die. And that’s 
really hard for me to 
think about.” 

Becker originally grew 
up in Crossfield. He 
moved to B.C. for years 
and spent some time help¬ 
ing to put out forest fires. 

“That probably didn’t 
help," he said of working

With yesterday’s 24-hour 
strike of Canadian Union of 
Postal Workers (CUPW) in 
Montreal, (Jue., things are 
up in the air as to what 
could happen next, said 
Renee McAllister, presi¬ 
dent of the Red Deer Local 
818, which services com¬ 
munities including 

Didsbury, Carstairs 

Innisfail, Olds and Sundre. 

“I'm reluctant to say I’m 
very optimistic, because 
some of the very important 
issues, like sick leave ver¬ 
sus short-term disability 
plan, Canada Post has not 
been willing to discuss," 
said McAllister. 

“I’m not sure, but I think 
so far volumes are still 
going through everywhere 
in Alberta," she said 
Monday. 

She said Canada Post has 
also neglected to address 
the union’s health and safe¬ 
ty concerns. 

Moncton, N.B., and 
Victoria, B.C. were 
announced in the final 
hours before going to press 
Monday afternoon as the 
next participants in the 24- 
hour, cross-Canada rotat¬ 
ing strikes. 

“The NEB (National 
Executive Board) of CUPW 
decides who goes next, but 
we haven’t heard yet. 
Because it’s a rotating 
strike, you don’t know 
where it’s going to be next 
until the final hour." 

“Striking was a last resort 
for CUPW. They’ve tried 
very hard to negotiate with 
Canada Post.” 

McAllister says they 
aren’t asking for much 
more th;m they are already 
receiving. 

“We would rather have a 
collective agreement, and 


for the most part, maintain 
what we have than go on 
strike. Going on strike is 
the final option." 

McAllister says it is pos¬ 
sible that as each major 
centre goes out of service - 
and depending how close 
to Red Deer Local 818 
these strikes get - volumes 
will be affected. 

Didsbury and Carstairs 
are CPAA (Canadian 
Postmaster Assistant’s 
Union) offices, which 
means they are under a 
separate union and there¬ 
fore a separate bargaining 
agreement. 

“They don’t have CUPW 
Urban Bargaining Unit 
members there (which are 
letter-carriers and clerks). 
We do have CUPW mem¬ 
bers in those office's, how¬ 
ever, they are RSMCs 
(Rural and Suburban Mail 
Carriers), and they have a 
different collective agree¬ 
ment as well.” 

“It sounds quite bizarre 
that we don’t all belong to 
the same unit." 

“The RSMCs do belong to 
the same union as the 
Urban Bargaining Unit 
members, but they have a 
different collective agree¬ 
ment. Their agreement 
doesn't expire until the end 
of December,” explains 
McAllister. 

In short, Didsbury and 
Carstairs will not be direct¬ 
ly affected. 

“The mail will go to 
Didsbury and Carstairs. All 
of those people will still go 
to work.” 

“They aren’t on strike, 
any of the CPAA workers 
or the RSMCs.” 

“I don’t know how it trav¬ 
els there (Didsbury and 
Carstairs), but if there is a 
slowdown in the mail, 
they'll get less mail."

CUPW offices, and thus, 
their mail clerks will fall 
under the strike, should 
something happen in the 
Red Deer laical 818, said 
McAllister. 

However, their RSMCs 
will still be delivering mail. 

“The clerks there are 
CUPW Bargaining Unit 
members, and they will be 
on strike. The clerks will 
not go to work." 

“But as long as there is 
mail, the RSMCs will be 
delivering mail.” 

She added that govern¬ 
ment cheques will continue 
being delivered, because 
the CUPW has an agree¬ 
ment with Canada Post 
that some of their members 
will voluntarily ensure 
their delivery. 

Union members would 
go into work and prepare 
the varying government- 
issued mail for the RSMCs, 
who would then deliver it. 

The following are an 
amended list of govern¬ 
ment departments opting 
to have social assistance 
cheques delivered in the 
event of a postal strike or 
lockout, as of June 6. 

Employment Industry 
and Immigration (El 
cheques, not employment 
insurance); Assured 
Income for the Severely 
Handicapped (AISH 

cheques); Justice 

(Maintenance - Child sup¬ 
port); Children and Youth 
Services 
(Maintenance/Child sup¬ 
port); Alberta Seniors 
(Pension), and Emergency 
cheques. 

The Winnipeg centre was 
the first to lie modernized 
with new equipment and 
sequencing. 

“There’s been a high rate 


of ii\jury,” said McAllister. 

“That’s why Winnipeg 
was chosen to go on strike 
first." 

Rotation of duties is 
another health and safety 
concern as well, says 
McAllister. 

With the modernization 
of equipment in Winnipeg, 
clerks and inside staff who 
are sorting mail were not 
able to rotate through their 
duties adequately, and that 
leads to long-term, repeti¬ 
tive strain injury. 

“That’s big for us, 
because a lot of the work 
we do is repetitive. So it’s 
better to have a rotation of 
duties." 

The union Is also con¬ 
cerned about staffing. 

McAllister supposes that 
things will carry on until all 
aforementioned criteria 
are addressed by Canada 
Post. 

“Any number of things 
could happen. It could turn 
into a general strike. We 
could be locked out. It’s 
hard to say, I really don’t 
know at this point.” 

A vote by CUPW mem¬ 
bers last April resulted in 
23,054 members favouring 
a strike, which was 94.5 per 
cent of the vote. 

This W'as the highest in 
the union’s history. 

The last CUPW strike 
vote was 2007, when 15,455 
members participated and 
82.2 per cent were in 
favour of the work stop¬ 
page. 

However, the last strike 
was in 1997, which lasted 
two weeks. 

For Canada Post or 
CUPW to call a work stop¬ 
page, 72 hours notice must 
be provided to the other 
party.

Oilsands not 
up for grabs

With the 2011 federal election 
'* now in the b«K)ks, the controver¬ 

sial Alberta oilsands has resur¬ 
faced as a possible bone of con- 
apt;. tention between the province and 

the Uaiper 

As one of the largest sources of 
income for this province, funding everything from 
hospitals to schools to highways, the oilsands is sure 
to remain of keen interest to every Alberta communi¬ 
ty, including those in West Central Alberta 

Responding to suggestions that environmental con¬ 
cerns over the oilsands may prompt the new federal 
government to stall seeking inroads into the develop¬ 
ment of the vast energy resource, Premier Ed 
Stelmach has been quick to remind Prime Minister 
Stephen Harper that natural resources are a provin¬ 
cial jiuisdiction. 

Federal environment minister Peter Kent reported¬ 
ly plans to introduce environmental regulations for 
the oilsands sector designed to reduce carbon diox¬ 
ide emissions. 

“It is very clear in the Constitution that these are 
our resources,” said Stelmach. “If the federal govern¬ 
ment wants to assist and support the province in 
environmental monitoring, the door is open. But the 
resources belong to Albertans.” 

Premier Stelmach has also wasted no time in saying 
his government remains committed to developing the 
oilsands in an environmentally responsible manner. 

As well, the leadership candidates seeking to 
replace Stelmach have come out with statements reit¬ 
erating Alberta’s position that it is the sole owner of 
the oilsands and other oil and gas resources in the 
province. 

Unlike the provincial government, the federal gov¬ 
ernment has all regions and populations in Canada to 
consider when addressing environmental and energy 
issues. 

As such, the Harper government will no doubt be 
pressured from some quarters - such as the large and 
vocal environmental movement in Ontario and 
Quebec - to take a leading role in making sure the oil¬ 
sands are developed without destroying lakes, rivers 
and other places. 

With that in mind, the best way for Alberta to retain 
control of the oilsands is to ensure environmental 
concerns and issues surrounding the resource are 
addressed in a timely and public way. 

If the Canadian public is reassured that Alberta is 
taking environmental concerns seriously, the percep¬ 
tion that this province is all for ‘dirty oil’ will remain 
disputed at the very least. 

On the other hand, any attempt by Alberta to ‘circle 
the wagoas’ by picking a fight with the Harper gov¬ 
ernment instead of meeting its environmental obliga¬ 
tions is sure to backfire. 

More than any other province, Alberta relies on oil 
and gas development to finance public services such 
as health care and education. 

That being the case, hopefully the newly-minted 
Harper government and the Alberta Tories will 
remain on good terms when it comes to oilsands 
development. Anything less will surely mean big trou¬ 
ble for Alberta

Stephen knowns best 


Stephen Harper apparently knows 
better than Canadian voters. How 
else does one explain his decision to 
appoint three failed candidates to the 
Senate — the one body of Parliament 
Harper has repeatedly pledged to 
reform but taken no concrete action 
to do so? It’s particularly galling con¬ 
sidering two of the candidates had 
resigned to run for a seat in the 
House of Commons. 

It must be nice to work for an 
organization where total failure is 
rewarded with guaranteed employ¬ 
ment. Larry Smith and Fabian 
Manning won’t have to worry about 
looking for work after they stepped 
away from the red chamber to lose in 
their respective ridings. Former cabi¬ 
net minister Josee Vemer also can 
breathe a sigh of relief instead of pur¬ 
suing other career opportunities. It’s 
too bad only three seats were avail¬ 
able — there are a few former Tory 
members of Parliament who lost 
their jobs on May 2 who could bene¬ 
fit front a favour from the prime min¬ 
ister. Rest assured, the most loyal of 
those will soon be posted to plum 
diplomatic postings in Europe. 

According to Harper and his camp, 
this step is another in the prime min¬ 
ister’s long, confusing and ineffective 
plan to reform the senate into what 
would ostensibly become tut elected 
house of Parliament. So in order to 
reform the chamber to make it more 
democratic, Harper must undemoe- 
ratically stack the deck in order to 


bring it into the modem era. Yet it is 
this prime minister who himself 
pledged a nuyor reform to the senate 
but has yet to follow through on its 
action and instead of taking the 
blame, has only pointed fingers at the 
provinces for not playing along. 

Taking a page from Alberta, 
Harper’s bold plan in 200b to bring 
reform to the house of sober second 
thought was to appoint only senators 
who had been elected in their home 
provinces. In 2007 Harper followed 
through on that promise when he 
appointed senator-in-waiting Bert 
Brown of Alberta. But to date no 
other appointees have been named. 
The last, best chance was in 2008 
when there were 18 vacant Senate 
seats. This was also the December of 
Harper’s prorogation nightmare and, 
rather than see a possible coalition 
government fill the gaps, Harper 
made appointments of his own, using 
unelected bums to fill seats. 

The argument over Harper’s ago¬ 
nizingly slow pace to Senate reform 
— effectively undone in that woeful 
December — centres on when such 
elections should be held and who 
should hold them. Should it be the 
provinces, per the Alberta example, 
or the federal government? Given the 
question has gone unanswered, the 
change has also gone unfunded. The 
provinces want the federal govern¬ 
ment to pony up for the cost of hold¬ 
ing elections for senators-in-waiting 
given they will be federal 


Parliamentarians. But Harper 
believes the provinces, which the 
senators represent, should bear the 
brunt of the cost. 

So in the five years since Harper’s 
proposed reforms, we have seen one 
senator-in-waiting appointed to fill 
one of a possible 22 openings while 
the red chamber has again fallen 
back into another vehicle of patron¬ 
age that continues to feature hockey 
players, entertainers, football players 
and even former journalists cast as 
our political elite whose job is to 
oversee the democratically elected 
House of Commons. 

Rather than falling into the tired 
routine of rewarding the faithful with 
government largesse, Harper should 
follow through on his promises and 
give the provinces the money they 
need to hold elections for senators- 
in-waiting, at least until someone is 
ready to try tackling the constitution. 
It was Harper, after till, who con¬ 
stantly blamed the “undemocratic" 
Senate for holding up several key 
pieces of legislation during his 
minority government years. Now that 
he controls that chamber as well, its 
seems Harper is inclined to use the 
Senate as he pleases, just as every 
other prime minister has done before 
him. Even with a majority govern¬ 
ment, Harper has already demon¬ 
strated he isn’t ready to follow 
through on his word.

First-time competitor for 
hurdles in track and field, 
Grade 11 Montana Reimer 
made it all the way to 
provincials and up onto the 
podium.

There was little emotion but lots of work to he done, said 
Const. Terry Willard, who returned last week from Slave 
Lake after spending 11 days assisting in the aftermath of 
forest fires that blazed through the town, destroying more 
than .150 homes and businesses. 

“We were at one end of town where it was decimated. It 
looked like a bomb had hit it - you truly don’t get an idea 
unless you’re there," he said of smells of chemicals and 
burning plastic in the area and ears left right in the middle 
of the road with doors left open. 

“It was eerie.”

“I didn’t know what was Didsbury R( MP 

going on before I went there -I just had to pack a bag and 
go. I was reading on my phone but realized how significant 
it was once I got there.” 

He worked 19-hour days when he first arrived, but they 
eventually turned into 12. When members first arrived they 
were involved in the evacuation. After that they had to 
make sure the perimeters were secure from looters and 
also residents who wanted to come in and see the diunage. 

“The first day we were there I was going door to door to 
make sure people were out. There were doors that were 
kicked in; I’m assuming from firefighters kicking them in 
to get to people." He said one house had a tiny empty 
wheelchair right beside the door meant for an infant. “I’m 
sure someone needed it but they were probably in such a 
rush to got out they just had to grab (the child) and go.” 

Willard was suited up with a mask and shield to work in 
the smoke-filled atmosphere. Willard was there with 60 
other STO members, firefighters, emergency personnel 
and companies coming in with equipment to cut down 
trees or haul water. 

Once the area was considered evacuated, police with 
fire suppression teams were sent door to door to look for 
bones. "Thankfully we didn’t come across any.” The team 
was also looking for valuables from each home to collect 
and return to homeowners but there was little of that to be 
found. Most of what survived was ceramics. Almost every¬ 
thing else turned to dust. 

“The fire was so intense there was nothing left. There 
was a gun locker with ten rifles and they were melted 
dow n into a ball.” Most safes were like an oven, and when 
opened, everything inside was ash. 

About eight members working were from Slave l>ake but 
showed little emotion. “They had a job to do. ... they were 
making sure everyone was getting things done quickly; 
they knew people were getting restless living in the shel¬ 
ters.” 

Some people did try to make their way back into Slave 
Lake before it was declared safe to do so. 

“People wanted to come to look through what w'asn’t 
there, but it was dangerous. On two occasions (when in 
the homes) walls came down, water mains bust on us, I 
tripped and came close to some rebar there that could 
have come through my head. I really felt bad that home- 
owners couldn't see (their places) but there’s safety rea¬ 
sons why they weren’t." 

The police detachment in Slave Lake is surprisingly still 
standing, he explained of its location in one of the worst- 
hit areas. He suspects police from the area will be 
deployed into Slave 1-ake over the summer to assist with 
all the files they’ll receive as people return.
